Kundnz aud Khanabad to Fyzabad,, the 
eapital of tha Province. The Badakshis" 
have, we venture to think, acted very 
foolishly in. assisting their old Chiefs to 
upsot even temporarily the Armir's au- 
thority, for they will be made to realise 
what a terrible form his vengeance takes 
against all rebels, © They are badly armed, 
for the Afghans will not permit then 
to carry. firearms, and they have been" 
kept in such soirjection. of late yeurs 
that their spirit has ‘been broken..

INABILITY TO ZBLL THE TRUTH. 
(From the N,-C, Daily Neus.) 
There is no doubt that the ancient Chi- 
nese ware far fi) advance of their contem. 
poraries in other lands, in the instinct 
of preserving” records of the past. ‘Their 
histories, however prolix, are undoubtedly 
comprebensive, Many western writers seem 
to feel the greatest admiration for Chinese 
histories, and place unreatricted’ confidenca 
in thoir'statementa © The following para- 
giaph is taken from an essay by De J, 
Singer, lector of ‘the University of Viefina, 
translated and publistied in the China Re- 
view (July 1888):—* Scientific - oriticism 
hus lung sgo recognised and iv ever in. 
creasing extent proved the historical -ra- 
hability of the ancient documents of China, 
Richthofen, for instanco,-the latest. and 
most thorongh-going ‘explorer of Ohina, in 
discussing the surprisingly-oontradictory 
elements which make up the character of 
tho Chinese. as a. people, ‘contrasts: their 
strict truthfalness in recording historical 
events and their earnestness ‘in the search 
for correct ‘knowledge whoudver statigtical 
facts ara concerned, with that absolute and 
generally. sanctioned license in lying and 
dissimulation which precails-everywhere in 
Ohina, in popular intercourse and in diplo- 
Matic negotiations.”
